The Tenaney Tribunals also 
have the power of eviction, They 
tay eviet any person who does 
not claim: bona tide possession 
under oa dandlord or his pre- 
decessor in’ title, ‘They may 
evict a tenant who became the 
secupler of premises during the 
Japanese occupation, and whose 
holding has not been acquiesced 
in since the establishment of the 
British Miltary Administration. 
They may order eviction where 
premises are used for immoral 
purposes or where rent is in ar- 
rears for more than thirty days, 

Right of appeal to the Stand- 
ing Military Court is conceded 
to both Jandlord and tenant, Ap- 
peal must be lodged within 7 
days of a Tribunal order or de- 
cision. 

PUNISHABLE OFFENCES 

It is an offence to receive or 
ttemand whether in money or 
kind, more than” the rent law- 
fully due, to make a falie re- 
turn, to wilfully mislead a Tri- 
bunal, to fall to-comply with an 
order or decision to evade 
or fujl to comply with 
the provisions of the Proclama- 
tion, and to resist or obstruct 
any bailiff in the performance of 
his duty. : 

Penalty for infringements is 
xix months imprisonment or a 
fine of 35,000 or both, 

The Proclamation docs not 
apply to the New Territories, 
except New Kowloon, A 

URGENT NECESSITY 

An official explanaton of the 
Proclamation states! 

It is a matter of urgent neces- 
sity that some legislation should 
be crented immediately to clarify 
and regulate the position regard- 
ing landlords and tenants in 
Hongkong, and that in the ubsence 
of civil courts nome scheme should 
be evolved which links any Tri- 
bunal sct up with Military Courts 
without over-burdening the latter. 

Due to the over-populated state 
of Hongkong prior to the Japancse 
occupation, it was deemed neccss- 
ary then to protect tenants by 
some legislation which restricted 
tho normal rights of landlords to 
vict their tenants. ee 
: This legislation embodied in an 
Ordinance known as “The Preven- 
tion of Eviction Consolidation and 
Amendment Ordinance of, 1930 
has now oxpired but tho situation 
regarding landlords and tenants 
has not adjusted itself by flux of 
time but has,, in fact now become 
& moro serious problem than It 
has over becn ore.

RENTS 
CONTROL 


The rents control proclama- 
tion, because It cuts across free 
relations between traditional 
opponents, landlorda and ten- 
ants, will fall short, inevitably, 
of pleasing everybody, It re- 
majna nevertheless, 1 most valu 
able piece of legislation, fully 
comprehensive in ita applica- 
tion, and admirably sulted to 
meet the critically acute condi- 
tlons prevailing. Only the 
special pleader could argue that 
fs contains any large depar- 
ture from simple equity. Rents 
are fixed upon the 1941 gtand- 
ard, which were high enough in 
all conscience. Tf a good case 
can be made out for a deviation 
from the standard, Tenancy 
Tribunals to be set up are em- 
powered to authorise a new 
rate. The machinery for evic- 
tion is provided, the procedure 
being basically the same as in 
all similar ordinances. Not- 
able departures from precedent 
are two, Sanctions are intro- 
duced, and the first serious 
attempt is made to deal with 
the age-old principal-tenancy 
racket. The only — criticlam 
that is likely to be made against 
the penalties contemplated is on 
the score of undue leniency, 
Six months’ imprisonment or a 
fine of $5,000 might well serve
